The buildings ore modern in everj' 
respect and are extremely solid for 
temporary oonstmction. If they had 
been built across the street on the 
leased groimd which tbe government 
Is now buying tliey would have stood 
onchallenged and ser\-iceable for at 
least fifteen yeara to come. They may 
aland for years as It to. The two 
bnildlngs together cost more than $7,- 
000.000. They house several thousand 
workers who would have to be pro- 
vided (or somewhere if the biggest 
■•vemment ofiee qpit were scrapped. 
Commission Put in Charge. 

Economy and the fity-beautlful idea 
are contesting ov^ this situation, and 
•esnoaay has the advantage now. I^s 
cause being advanced for the govern- 
ment by a public buildings commission 
at tlie caijitol. This commission has 
for its ultimate aim the removal of ev- 
mif government office in Washington 
from rented building space. Tbe De-

800 feet, when some trouble in 
the well forced an abandonment 
of it, and the company being 
without funds, dropped out en- 
tirely. The driller employed re 
moved hia rig a few feet and 
praeaodBdon hia ova money to 
pokdovaa vail boiioviag hi 
beiac a good bot for Ida aMMMy 
Ho io an atparianteli oil nan and 
confidently expoeta to drill in a 
good well in the near future. He 
is now down 1,835 feet. Suffi 
cient money was raised by the 
sale of leases and subscriptions 
to carry on the work for a few 
more weeks and it need not be a 
surprise to hear from this well 
being a good one. The driller 
says that he haa never had a 
more flattering pioepeet in any 
field, jodging from wiias ho lias 
gone thraagb. When the drill 
hongbitbo int bale ooaaidor- 
able gas was encountered, and it 
is his opinion that had he been 
able to have gone a little deeper 
a good well would have resulced. 
I know nothing about the indi- 
cations except what others tell 
me, but with an unwavering re-

"Thoxe who complain because the 
railwav shop strike lias not been set- 
tled stieiild understand that ttie men 
have been forced ont much against 
their will," his statement said. The 
strike has been in progress one week, 
notwithstanding the fact that we, by 
ever>' means available to us, have 
made It known thnt conference was 
desired with any responsible' person 
authorized to negotiate a settlement 

or that any proposal by any person 
properly autliori^ed would be consid- 
ered carefully, no movement has been 
made by other parties to bring aboat 
a settlement.
